Small  Town  Life,  USA 


“Our  Town,”  Thoi-nton  Wil¬ 
der’s  hit  play  about  American 
small-town  life  at  the  turn  of 
the  century,  will  open  in  the 
Auditorium  at  8  p.  m.  on  Nov. 
9  and  continue  each  evening 
through  Nov.  11. 

Tickets  for  the  Speech  and 
Drama  Depai’tment’s  presenta¬ 
tion  of  “Our  Town,”  directed 
by  Dr.  Ralph  Fulsom,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  department  ,with 
technical  assistance  from  Ker¬ 
ry  Lafferty,  will  be  on  sale  at 
the  Speech  Department  or  at 
the  door. 

Set  in  the  little  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  town  of  Grover’s  Corners, 
“Our  Town”  is  the  story  of  the 
typical  figures  in  a  country 
village  and  the  quietly  charm¬ 
ing  lives  they  led  in  an  era  un¬ 
complicated  by  gadgets.  It  is 
the  ordinary  every-day  happen¬ 
ings  in  small-town  life  that  are 
portrayed  in  “Our  Town”  — 
the  choir  practice,  the  “expen¬ 
sive”  ice  cream  soda  date,  the 
tearful  wedding,  the  gossip 
about  the  town  tippler. 

•  In  “Our  Town,”  presented 


almost  entirely  without  scen¬ 
ery,  a  narratoi  billed  as  the 
Stage  Manager,  invites  the 
playgoer  to  be  his  own  scenic 
designer  as  the  play’s  action 
quickly  shifts  from  village 
streets  to  kitchens,  a  drug 
store,  the  church,  and  finally 
to  the  cemetery  on  the  hill. 

The  cast  of  51  will  be  led  by 
David  Shestak  who  will  be  seen 
as  the  Stage  Manager-narra¬ 
tor.  Tom  O’Connor  will  play 
the  town  doctor,  and  Richard 
Heinz  will  be  seen  as  the  editor 
of  Grover’s  Corners’  newspa¬ 
per.  Anne  Nielsen  will  appear 
as  the  editor’s  wife,  and  Mar¬ 
cia  Hensleigh  as  the  doctor’s 
wife,  both  of  whom  have 
“raised  two  children  apiece, 
washed,  cleaned  the  house,  and 
never  had  a  nervous  break¬ 
down.” 

Tom  LaVille  will  be  seen  as 
the  doctor’s  gangling  son,  the 
town’s  best  baseball  player, 
and  Margaret  Price  will  por¬ 
tray  the  editor’s  daughter  that 
he  shyly  courts  and  inevitabljr

Well-Known  Russian  Novelist 
To  Lecture  on  Soviet  Unrest 


“I  am  a  Russina  writer,  not 
a  Soviet  writer.  My  main  pur¬ 
pose  in  writing  is  to  struggle 
against  communism.  I  am  not 
a  traitor  to  my  countiy.  I  love 
Russia.  But  the  term  ‘Russia,’ 
I  understand,  moans  all  the 
people,  not  the  government, 
W'hich  betrayed  the  national 
cause." 

So  stated  Valery  Tarsis,  lec¬ 
turer  who  will  speak  at  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College,  at 
his  first  press  conference  with 
Western  newsmen  after  his  ar¬ 
rival  in  London  last  Februai’y. 
He  is  being  brought  to  Mary¬ 
ville  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Distinguished  Lecturer  and 
Performing  Art  Series  and  wUl  I 
lecture  at  4  p.  m.  and  at  8 
p.  m.  Wednesday  in  the 
Charles  Johnson  Theater. 

Faculty  and  students  will  be 
admitted  with  their  activity 
cards.  The  public  will  be 


charged  $1.00. 

Tarsis  is  the  author  of  two 
books,  Bluebottle,  an  attack  on 
Russian  communism,  and  Ward 
7,  a  description  of  a  psychiat¬ 
ric  institution  for  political 
troublemakers.  Both  these  nov¬ 
els  were  smuggled  to  the  West¬ 
ern  world  for  publication. 

Tarsis,  branded  by  the  So¬ 
viet  press  as  a  “madman”  and 
“psychopath,”  has  been  strip¬ 
ped  of  his  citizenship  by  the 
Supreme  Soviet.  This  was  done 
after  he  had  been  granted  per¬ 
mission  by  the  Soviet  govern¬ 
ment  to  accept  an  invitation  to 
lecture  at  the  University  of 
Leicester,  England. 

In  commenting  on  the  wil¬ 
lingness  of  the  government  to 
get  rid  of  him,  he  said,  “Those 
in  authority  thought  it  best  to 
let  me  go  in  the  hope  that  I 
would  not  return  and  I  could 
be  branded  as  a  traitor.”

Hans  Anderson  V  Snow  Queen' 


One  of  the  iiighlights  of  the 
current  MSC  theatrical  season 
will  occur  Dec.  8  when  the 
curtains  open  on  a  presentation 
of  Hans  Christian  Andersen’s 
“The  Snow  Queen”  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Speech  and  Drama 
Department. 

The  play,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Rod  Wilson,  will  be  giv¬ 
en  in  two  performances,  a  mat¬ 
inee  at  2  p.  m.  and  an  evening 
staging  at  8  o’clock.

The  story  revolves  around  a 
young  teenage  girl,  Gerda,  and 
her  friend,  Hans.  Hans  is  kid¬ 
napped  by  the  Snow  Queen  and 
is  later  carried  away  to  the 
queeil’s  ice  palace.  The  plot  de¬ 
velops  as  Gerda  searches  for 
her  missing  friend.  During  her 
wanderings,  she  meets  many 
strange  characters  including  a 


band  of  thugs  led  by  a  woman. 

Anotlier  prominent  figure  in 
“The  Snow  Queen”  is  the  nar¬ 
rator  who  begins  the  play  with 
a  pi-ologue  to  the  audience.  As 
he  relates  the  story,  he  often 
fades  into  time  and  assumes  an 
active  role  as  a  clown  who  aids 
Gerda. 

Some  of  the  characters  who 
add  humor  to  the  story  are  an¬ 
imals  such  as  the  ravens,  weak 
Carl  and  overbearing  Clara. 
These  two  birds  befriend  Gerda 
and  fly  in  and  out  of  the  ac¬ 
tion.  Other  animals  in  the  cast 
include  reindeer  and  polar 
bears. 

Much  of  the  action  in  the 
production  will  be  directed  to¬ 
ward  the  audience.  Additional 
features  of  interest  include  six.

To  Represent  Missouri 


Maryville  took  the  Hickory 
Stick  from  Kirksville  three 
weeks  ago,  24-21. 

Warrensburg  brings  a  2-1 
record  into  Saturday’s  game 
while  the  Bearcats  stand  a 
notch  lower  in  league  stand¬ 
ings  with  a  1-2  slate.  The  Mules 
feature  a  diversified  Wing-T  of¬ 
fense  that  has  scored  in  double 
figures  all  season  without  the 
services  of  starting  quarter¬ 
back  Ken  Brumley,  a  junior 
college  All-American,  who  su¬ 
stained  an  injury  early  in  the 
season.  Brumley  still  ranks 
fourth  in  scoring  and  third  in 
passing. 

With  or  without  Bnunlcy, 
the  Mules  still  have  some 
capable  ponies  in  the  cor¬ 
ral.  Dave  .Tohuson  ranks 
fourth  in  the  rusl-ing  de¬ 
partment  as  he  gained  an 
average  of  4.9  yards  a  car¬ 
ry.  Keith  Browne,  a  6‘-4 
split  cud,  is  the  seventh 
leading  pass  catcher  in  the 
league. 

Statistically,  the  Mules  have 
the  leading  ground  attack  in 
the  conference  as  their  ball 
carriers  have  rushed  for  1,442 
yards  in  seven  games.  Ori  de¬ 
fense  it  is  a  different  story  as 
the  Mules  have  given  up  1,556 
yards  on  the  ground  to  rank 
last  in  that  department. 

To  counteract  Warrensburg’s 
hike  -  warm  defense  Coach 
Schottel  has  the  league’s  third 
leading  rusher,  Jim  Blanken¬ 
ship.  The  senior  co  -  captain 
from  Grandview  has  averaged 
5.0  yards  a  carry.  Joe  Spinello, 
who  broke  into  the  starting 


line-up  against  Kirksville  is 
ranked  eighth  in  the  league 
with  a  4.4  average. 

A  stingy  defense  headed  by 
middle  linebacker  Lonnie  Ha¬ 
gan  is  rated  second  in  the  con¬ 
ference  as  the  ’Cats  have  held 
opponents  to  1,137  yards  on  the 
ground. 

Last  season,  the  Bearcats’ 
play  defeated  Warrensburg  28- 
7  to  bolster  their  scries  lead  of 
25-17-3.
